Mr. Chapman’s Essays. 


A NEW essayist who has something to 
say in a striking manner is a rare 


phenomenon. New novelists and poets 
sprout every month, and a dozen geniuses 
are discovered by the literary papers every 
spring and fall book-season. But the 
essayist can’t be worked as a sensation by 
the most ingenious publisher. There are 
so-called contemporary essayists, who are 
little more than clever log-rollers for their 
friends. But John Jay Chapman devotes 
himself exclusively to dead men in his 
‘¢Emerson and Other Essays” (Scribner), 
and it is therefore safe to presume that he 
has put forth the essays for the sole pur- 
pose of saying something that is on his mind. 

A careful reading of the book will dem- 
onstrate that Mr. Chapman has had a good 
deal of fun in writing it. He tackles each 
subject with zest and pulls it to pieces with 
engaging irreverence. As another clever 
essayist remarked, he is so familiar with 
his subjects that he is not afraid to slap 
them on the back. 

Mr. Chapman seems to get most pleasure 
out of his epigrams, many of which are de- 
signed to shock the reader. He says that 
Browning ‘writes like a lion devouring 
an antelope;” that Whitman ‘patiently 
lived upon cold pie and tramped the earth 
in triumph;” that ** human sentiment was 
known to Emerson mainly in the form of 
pain;” and that ‘Stevenson is, after all, a 
revival, an echo, an after-glow of the ro- 
mantic movement, and that he brought 
nothing new.” 

There is something in each one of these 
statements to arouse either applause or 
rancor in the breast of the gentlest reader. 
When they are least true they are most 
effective in attracting attention to the un- 
doubted reasonableness of the paragraphs 
that lie between. 


HESE essays are not meant to be con- 
ciliatory. Pugnacity is what the au- 
thor thinks we need in this country, for 
‘it would be hard to find a civilized people 
who are more timid, more cowed in spirit, 
more illiberal, than we.” The whole essay 
on Emerson is an exposition of this defect 
in Americanism, against which Emerson’s 
philosophy is a continual protest. ‘If a 
soul be taken and crushed by democracy 
till it utter a cry, that cry will be Emerson.” 
Without directly presenting it, the author 
insinuates very definitely that a good 
healthy war or two would help the Ameri- 
can character, and pull literature out of the 
swamp of mediocrity.

_ essay on Robert Louis Stevenson

Chapman himself picks out for enthusias- 
tic praise—‘ The Child’s Garden,” *‘ Across 
the Plains,” ‘*The New Arabian Nights ”— 
are very fair answers to his own criticisms. 
If Stevenson’s style is a series of echoes, 
then let echoes be industriously cultivated

IFE herewith presents a design for a seal to be used by the 
Theatrical Trust. 
as the Trust leaves its mark of corruption and debasement on 
everything it touches, 


This is largely a work of supererogation, 


The Trust has only been in entire con- 
trol during the present season, and the stage itself has not yet 
shown the complete decadence which is bound to come with its 
longer enslavement to a band of speculators and adventurers, 
men whose only standard of art is what it can be made to pay in 
dollars and cents. 

New York city is more fortunate than the 
other cities of this country, because the 
Trust has not gained control of all its 
theatres. We feel the effects of its 
existence, however, in the increased 
prices of admission, and in the 
lowering of stage morals and 
the increase of stage filth. For- 
tunately, the existence of the 
Fifth Avenue Theatre, of Daly’s, 
and of one or two others not 
controlled by the Trust, enables pit :

Brooklyn people are the latest 
sufferers through the existence of the 
Trust, inasmuch as through its influ 
ence they have been deprived of the 
privilege of seeing the greatest actress of 
our day—Madame Modjeska. A statement 
of the circumstances may not be uninteresting, 
as it shows the methods of the Trust all over the country. 

In February, Madame Modjeska played a very successful 
engagement at the Fifth Avenue Theatre in this city. As this 
was an independent house, her offense was rank, and the Trust 
set in motion the wheels of punishment. She was made the sub- 
ject of attacks in the dramatic columns of the New York Sun, 
and her manager found trouble in hiring theatres outside of New 
York, A verbal arrangement had been made directly with the 
manager of one of Brooklyn’s leading theatres for Modjeska's 
appearance during a certain week. This manager is not a mem- 
ber of the Trust, but is afraid of the hardships to which it might 
subject him should he disobey its commands. The arrangement 
for sharing the receipts had been agreed upon, but when it came 
to signing the papers Modjeska was notified by the Brooklyn 
manager that she would have to pay from her share ten per cent. 
of the whole amount to two members of the Trust, who claimed 
the sole right to book attractions for the theatre. Madame Mod- 
jeska is not only a great artist, but she is also a woman of spirit, 
so she promptly declined to submit to the extortion. The result 
is that Brooklyn theatre-goers will have no opportunity to sce
